At September 1946 the wage-earner 
| therefore worse off than in July 1945, by the 
| amount that his cost of living had risen in the 

fourteen months, If his hourly rate of pay had 
gone up that did him no good, for prices had 
gone up faster, His actual position was apparent- 
ly somewhere between 10 per cent and 15 per 
cent worse than it had been in mid-summer of 
| 1945. 
| Another wage-boosting campaign is predict- 
| ed, Of itself it will not restore the balance. If 
| it causes as many dead-locks and tie-ups as oc- 
curred last year, the position of the 

will be worse, not better, when it ends. He may 
get more money in his envelope, but he won't 
get as much food, clothing and shelter for it. 

Inflation is a gamble in which the. wage- 
earner never wins, He is beaten before he starts. 

His only chance to better his position, or even 
hold it, is to undermine inflation by staying on 
| the job and flooding the market with goods.

Mining Thrills 


Aussie Women

KALGOORLIE, Australia, Dec 
31 — (CP) — Three Australian wo- 
men, who have decided to take up 
gold-mining as a career, have en- 
rolled for a prospectors’ course at 
the West Australian government's 
school of mines at Kalgoorlie, cen- 
tre of the principal Australian gold- 
field, 400 miles east of the state of 
Perth, 


THE COURSE, which is the first | 


to be conducted by the school of 


mines, will teach prospectors where |

to look for gold. 
ally find gold the hard way—by 
trial and error—but the course will 
put their work on a_ scientific 
basis by teaching them to avoid 
prospecting in places which geo- 
logists say are likely to contain 
gold, 

The three women who have en- 
rolled for the course are Mrs, Mary 
Walshaw, a dressmaker by trade 
but prospector by choice, Mrs. 
Joyce Oliver, former nurse whose 
husband is a prospector, and Miss 
Nell Brown, a policewoman who 
Says that gold-mining has an “ir- 
resistible fascination” for her 

MRS. WALSHAW has a gold- 
mining lease called The Coonega, 
at Comet Vale, 60 miles from Kal- 
goorlie, where she gets gold ore at 
a depth of 60 feet. She has a man 
to help her, but raises her own 
stone in a bucket by means of a 
windlass, and pans off her own 


guld samples. 

Mrs. Oliver’s husband has a mine | 
at Mungari, 12 miles from Kal- 
goorie, and she says she wants

‘Bull Market Over 
Latter Half 1946 


NEW YORK, (CP) — Prices 
lumped on the New York stock 
exchange in the latter half of 1946 
The bull market was over. 

The end after 4'4 years of rising 
values did not come suddenly, 


Rather, it was a creaking slow-down, 
punctuated by spectacular day-to- 
day setbacks that served as warnings 
that the American economy, which 
had survived widespread strikes and 
post-war reconversion troubles, was 
showing signs of strain. In the final 
analysis, it spelled “sell” to many 
holders of stocks 

The turn came in mid-year after 
six months of booming markets that 
set a string of 15-year highs, when 
the Associated Press composite aver- 


age of 60 leading stocks touched 
5182.40 in May, the highest market 
since March 26, 1931. By Dec. 9, the 
average was $66.20—and on that 
day the average had advanced 1.9 
points, the widest climb since Oct, 31, 

MONTREAL,.—-A_ crossroads was 


reached by security prices during 
1946. The year inherited rising ten- 
dencies which continued until Apri! 
when unsteadiness appeared and 
ruled until September when prices 
tumbled precipitately. They have
